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The Closed Door 
Is Blasted Open 


What the people are reading, hearing 
and seeing out of Chicago is likely to 
result in reforms that in time will com- 
pletely revamp our method of selecting 
presidential nominees—even the presi- 
dent himself. 

What they have been seeing is some- 
thing remote from the people. 

They have been witnessing a contest 
between small groups of politicians, 
most of them directed by bosses, bat- 
tling for the Republican nomination. 

They have been watching a ruthless 
political machine in reckless contempt 
of the people’s interests attempt to seize 
control of all convention machinery in 
an effort to freeze out the popular 
choice. 

What they have been viewing is an 
attempt to remove the fate of the nation 
from the hands of the people and place 
it in the hands of a few. 

There are lessons for the Americar? 
people in what is happening in Chi- 
cago. Although it is nothing new, at 
last public attention has been focused 
upon the -everlasting efforts to seize 
power from the people by methods no 
American can approve. 

The press, television and radio have 
effectively exposed the conspiracy to 
nominate Robert A. Taft for the presi- 
dency and the “damn-the-public” atti- 
tude of its leaders. The force of public 
reaction opened the closed credentials 
committee hearings to television and 
revealed the results of smoke-filled 
room caucuses for all to see. Even 
Taft’s power could not shut off the view. 

The end result of the 1952 GOP 
convention will be good if it places party 
control in the hands of the people— 
where it belongs. 

And the people, particularly the 
Southern people, will repudiate bossism 
and wrest from it control of the party 
whether or not the Taft machine suc- 
ceeds in its designs. 

Taft’s current tactics to compromise 
the delegate disputes is evidence that 


the closed door to the public has been 


blasted open. The fight over the Geor- 
gia and Texas delegates was taken to the 
convention floor for all the American 
people to see. The Tucker faction was 
seated. It could be the final straw for 
Taft. 

The fact that the nation is aroused 
over what-is happening is reflected in 
what is coming from Chicago over the 
press wires. Even Westbrook Pegler, 
with whose views we usually disagree, 
is disgusted. In his column elsewhere 
on this page he writes: 

“The biology and anatomy of the na- 
tional party conventions have been ques- 
tioned this week more insistently than 
ever before. ‘The fact that a few hun- 
dred designing individuals without the 
slightest obligation to the government of 
the people have a continuing monopoly 
on the highest secular office on earth 
is beginning to emerge.” 

And fair-minded Bob Considine 
writes in the same vein: “Me, I’m for 
junking the electoral college and every 


other obstacle placed between the votin’ 


folks and the candidates they want to 
represent them.” 

These quotations reflect perhaps the 
general opinion of the American people 
who have witnessed the frantic efforts to 
deny representative selection of a presi- 
dential- candidate.

Most Americans joined former Pres- 
ident Herbert Hoover in his happiness 
and pride during the ovation the GOP 
convention gave him Tuesday night. 
Although many of them—the majority 
of them—do not agree with him, he 
expressed his views clearly_and force- 
fully and as a patriotic American. 

“Mr. Hoover has served his country 
well. During Democratic and Republi- 
can administrations he has responded to 
every call to duty. He has served as a 
brake in curbing reckless enthusiasm in 
both parties. . 

Although the words “Hoover depres- 
sion” have become a part of the Ameri- 
can legend, we are apt to forget that as 
an individual Hoover was not respon- 
sible for the economic distress we suf- 
fered during his administration. Rather 
were the economic and political ideas 
he represented to blame. 

Let’s give him credit #or intellectual 
honesty along‘swith his other rugged 
qualities. He stillsticks to those ideals. 
The words of his speech Tuesday night 
could have been drawn from the 1928 

campaign. His isolationist doctrine is a 
product of the Old Guard thinking 
which predominated during the days of 
‘Harding, Coolidge and Taft the Elder. 


__ His economic thinking harks back to _ 


- the horse-and-buggy days of a develop- 


ing America, when agriculture was king. | 


We would not be fair if we did not 


call attention to a fallacy or two in his 
obvious yearning to take us back to the 
“good ole days.” He said that when he 
left office the number of federal em- 
ployees was in the neighborhood of 
600,000 while in 1952 this has grown 
to 2,500,000. He failed to point out that 
the total employment in this country 
has risen from 38,727,000 to 63,000,000 
in the same period. Total population, 
too, has risen in proportion. 

He failed to mention that in 1932 the 
number of unemployed in the country 
neared 12,000,000, while today those 
seeking jobs total only 1,500,000. He did 
not take note of the fact that the na- 
tional income in 1932 was $41,700,000,- 
000 while in 1951 it topped $280,000,- 
000,000—more than five times as much. 
Even with inflation and high taxes, and 
we ali know they are too high, the_net 
gain for the nation is obvious in every 
state, every county and every home. 

Hoover and MacArthur, great Ameri- 
cans, belong to the ages. If the Repub- 
lican Party of 1952 attempts to follow 
their ideas, its members will find this is 
indeed 1952 and not 1900 or 1932.

Condemning all that has been done by the 
government toward that end in the last 20 
years as “‘socialism’’ can win no elections in 
this era—nor does-it deserve to.

Such as his insinuation that the Truman 
administration had “‘betrayed’’ the youth of 
America. And, also referring at its outset 
to the Truman administration, this passage:

extend peace to her like a river.’”’ (Isaiah 
66:12.) We were driving ercnee: the i

Virginia’ today. It was ail 
hot and I was tired until 
we came upon the river. 
Isaiah’s words camégalive 
for me right there and I 
feel know what he 
meant by “peace like a 
river.” 

Watching the river, 
hearing it speak, I was 
tired no more. I, too, felt 
its peace. I first thought me hk. 
of the river’s message of contentment. It 
seemed in no hurry, it was quiet and undis- 
turbed as it went along its way. Sometimes 
a big boulder gets in its way but the river 
quietly slips around that boulder and goes on. 


I noticed that occasionally men_ built 
dams across it. Maybe the river’s progress 
was stopped for a time but not for long. Soon 
it would overflow the dam or run around the 
side. Its bed at times is rocky and rough, 
but in spite of obstacles and rough places, 
it does not get fretted or worried, “‘it just 
keeps rolling along.’’ 

I did notice some turbulent places in the 
river. It does have its moments of rest- 
lessness, but the rapids and the falls only 
serve to emphasize the peace of the long _ 
journey. In fact, I was encouraged by the 
short, angry, furious moods of the river. I 
remember some of my moments when my 
patience wears thin. But after it runs the 
rapids and leaps the falls, it always quiets 
down again. 

Also impressive is that the river is at 
peace because it seems to know where it is 
going. It is not cursed by uncertainty and 
dread of the next bend-in its channel. The 
person who has no goal and no certain des- 
tination has no peace. The river knows its 
way will lead through mountains and valleys 
but at the end there is a place for it to go. 

The mountains are its mother and the 
ocean is its home, It has a great beginning 
going to a great place. I thought of some- 
one’s words: “Into this universe, and now 
knowing . . . And thence like water, ever 
onward flowing . . Toward the ocean's 
boundless depth of love . . . Broader, swifter, 
deeper Godward going!”’ 

The river serves a purpose. It is used 
{d® swimming, fishing, to fix boundaries, for 
navigation. But its higher purpose is within 
the plans of God. God said to the ocean, 
‘Give me your water and I will bring it back 
to you.’ 

The ocean trusts God. God lifts the wa- 
ter up into a cloud and blows it over the 
land where He pours it down as rain. The 
rain waters the earth and then runs back 
into the river. Now the river is fulfilling 
God’s promise to the ocean and giving the 
water back. 

I thought of the river’s unselfishness. It 
gives all it has. If it holds back it ceases 
to become a river and becomes a swamp. 
It gives all it has, but it never runs dry. It 
has faith in The One who is the. source of 
all supply, who can meet all its needs. 

I wish I could preach like the river 
preached to me.

to be without substance and false.”’ 


Pakistan’s abstention resulted 
from the fact that since the Soviet 
veto had prevented a-Red Cross 
investigation, its delegation felt 
that the Council had no evidence 
on which to determine their falsity. 
However, Sir Gladwin Jebb of 
Britain eloquently supported the 
resolution, declaring that its con-

Forty aged and infirm men and women, several of whom 
are bedridden and all of whom are old age pensioners, were 
given notice late Wednesday that they will be “‘put on the 
streets by noon Saturday” unless relatives, friends or the 
City of Atlanta will make provision for them. 


Mrs. Mattie Crane, operator of 
three nursing homes on Washing- 
ton St. officially notified her guests 
that she was closing after City 
Recorder Frank White fined her 
$100 for operating a nursing home 
without a license and warned her 
to close up immediately. 


City healt hofficials have pre- | 
viously warned Mrs. Crane and re-| 
fused to grant her license until 
she complied with health, fire and 
safety requirements set down by 
the city code. D. F. Black, attorney 
for Mrs. Crane, said she had at- 
tempted to-get the work done but 
a contractor to whom she had ad- 
vanced $7,000 had left town without 
completing the work. He said his 
client would be subject to a fine 
of $500 a day for each day she 
operates after Recorder White’s 
ruling.

Bologna, 
liver sausage and ham are fine 
but so are these: pickle and pi- 
miento loaf, meat and cheese 
loaf, cooked corned beef loaf, 
pot roast of beef, barbecue loaf, 
souse, thuringer, salami and 
cervelat. 

They'll all be far more attrac- 
tive on a generous cold meat tray 
if you’ll assort the varieties far 
shape, color and flavor. 

Want a simple formula for a 
hot day meal? Then buy sev- 
eval kinds of cold meats and ar- 
range these around a_ tangy 


»horse-radish mold. Add a plate of 


golden yellow corn on the cob, 
an oversized tossed salad flecked 
with crumbled Roquefort cheese, 
some hot French bread and a 
bow! of fresh summer fruit for a 
help-yourself dessert. 

Here is the recipe for the horse- 
radish mold to center the cold 
meat platter. 


HORSE-RADISH MOLD 
1 tablespoon gelatin 
1% cup cold water 

14 cup boiling water 

1 cup sour cream 

% cup prepared horse-radish 

Soften gelatin in cold water.

Breakfast 
Kye-Opener 


Picnics can be planned for any 
time of the day. A picnic break- 
fast is lots of fun, and it isn’t 
necessary to get started at the 
“crack of dawn” either. The 
food can be pretty well set up 
the night before. 

Begin your food preparation 
by washing ang chilling one large 
cantaloupe for each two per- 
sons; thes@ for the appetizer 
course. Then follow with more 
food as delicious as the appe- 
tizer—bacon or ham, eggs, cot- 


tage fried potatoes, hot rolls, 
milk and plenty of steaming hot 
coffee. Cook the potatoes in 
their jackets the day before. 
Cool before peeling and slicing. 
Hot rolls are much easier to han- 
dle than toast for a crowd. They 
can be popped into a dutch oven 
for reheating while the meat, 
eggs and potatoes cook. Scram- 
ble the eggs at the moment the 
other hot foods are ready to 
serve.

Sunday night suppers are al- 
ways fun.

rabbit on waffles or toast.
